At about ISsOO noon on November 22, 1963» I waa at ny bone at 709 Julia 
Lana, Oorland, Texas, vatching telavlBlon. I «av a special nevs tulletin that 
the President of the ttoited States had been shot during a motorcade in Dallas. 
I was on vacation from vorV on this dayj however, I eo* ready to cane hacV to 
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got to work, Capt. Fritz had Lee Harvey Oswald and oUier people in his office. 

Ky partner, J. P. Adamcllc, was out with other detectives, so I stayed 
around the office to help transport Oswald through the hallway to the elevator, 
ana to answer tne wAepnoneo. x oaw aii uat'*'* fix***'" uaaxwo hawi vo«n>vw^>»w 
B. K. Sims and M. 0. Hall with Lee Harvey Oswald for about an hour during the 
evaning of November 22, Vhile We were in the office with Oswald, we talked to 
him about his life in Russia. He talked freely about the living and working 
conditions in Russia, but would not talk about his family. I left the office 
for home between li30 AH and 2«00 AM, November 23, 1963. 

I came to work at about 3S0O TK, Nnveiriber 23, 1963» about ?jOO TM I 
took an affidavit of Fact from James Richard Worrell, Jr., w/bi/20, 13510 
Winterhaven, CH 7-2378, a student at Thomas Jefferson High School. James 
Worrell stated to me that at the time of the shooting of President J. F. 
Kennedy, he was watching the motorcade from the comer of Elm and Houston Streets, 
He said he was standing under the window where the shots were fired from and 
that he was looking at the rifle barrel when the second shot was fired. James 
■Korrell said he pot soared and ran down Houston Street to Pacific Street, when 
he stopped for breath, he stated he was on the North side of the Texas School 
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direction. He said when he got home and saw pictures of I>es Harvey Oswald 
In the newspapers and on tolevlelon, ho reoognlBod hla •( th» man he mm 

run from the building. 

I stayed in the office answering the telephone until I left for 
home at atout liOO AM, Hoveiber 2h, 1963. 
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
